In  our  last  number  we  gave  m 
full  account  of  the  renunciation ol 
idolatry  in  the  island  of  Rurutu. 
We  related  also  the  return  of  the 
boat  from  that  island  to  Raiatei. 
laden  with  the  idols  which  hail 
been  renounced.  We  have  lateh 
receiveil  from  the  Missionaries  a 
paper  printed  at  Raiatea,  contain¬ 
ing,  besides  the  circumstance- 
above-mentioned,  an  account  ol 
the  manner  in  which  those  idols 
had  been  expos’ed  to  the  people  ot 
Raiatea.

hi  November  last,  Mr.  Kvans 
'  yreactieil  a  I'uneral  sermon  for  the 
ate  euellenf.  Mrs.  Smith,  and  ex¬ 
horted  the  jieojile  to  imitate  her 
I  example.  On  tlie  next  day,  (the 
Monilily  Missionary  Prayer  Meet- 
inj;)  after  an  exhortation  to  form 
Peiiiiva-week  Societies,  as  in  En;;- 
laiid,  several  ladies  came  forward, 
and  volunteered  their  services  as 
collectors,  and  they  have  already 
succeeded  beyond  expectation. 

The  slaves  have  i^so  tormed  two 
IVnny  a-week  Societies,  one  for 
die  men  and  the  otlier  for  the  wo¬ 
men.  They  were  so  zealous,  that 
Mr.  Evans  thought  it  necessary  to 
check  their  impetuosity,  lest  the 
tnemies  of  the  cause  should  make 
X  bail  use  of  their  liberality. 

Good  behavior  of  the  Staven. 

“It  is  exceedingly  gratifying 
(savs  Mr.  Evans)  to  hear  the  excel¬ 
lent  character  which  their  masters 
and  mistresses  give  to  the  slaves 
uho  have  been  baptized.  One 
•'entleman,  five  of  whose  slaves  I 
have  baptized,  said,  tliat  he  wish¬ 
ed  the  Society  had  been  establish¬ 
ed  many  years  before  ;  for  since 
ids  slaves  have  been  instructed, 
lie  has  not  had  the  least  trouble 
with  them.  Before,  he  was  oblig¬ 
ed  tu  be  in  his  wine-cellar  when 
Ids  slaves  were  working  there,  and 
even  then  he  had  the  mortification 
to  see  that  they  got  drunk  ;  but 
Miice  that  time,  not  only  those  who 
have  been  baptized,  but  other 
daves,  having  respect  for  their  ad¬ 
vice  au.d  example,  are  so  improv- 
<’d,  that  he  had  not  seen  one  of 
them  intoxicated  for  the  last  six¬ 
teen  months,  and  he  can  leave  the 
'■ellar  at  any  time  under  their 
charge.  }le  also  told  us,  that  it  is 
delightful  to  see  them  in  the  eve- 
tdn»  teaching  each  other  to  read, 
dnging  hymns,  and  having  family 
■vi'r^liip  together.  Many  others 


have  given  a  similar  testimony, 
even  some  who  w  ere  formerly  in¬ 
imical  to  the  instruction  of  their 
slaves.*’ 

An  evening  school  h.ia  lately 
been  established,  in  which  some  of 
the  directors  of  their  Auxiliary 
Society  assist,  and  fi-oin  11)0  to 
150  adults  and  slave  children  at¬ 
tend  three  evenings  a-week,  and 
it  Is  astonishing  to  see  what  rapid 
progress  they  nave  made.  Some 
of  the  baptized  slaves  communce 
and  conclude  the  meeting  with 
prayer,  and  many  are  surprised 
at  the  piety  aad  regularity  with 
which  they  present  their  humble 
petitions  to  the  throne  of  grace.

THF  BAG  OF  MUSTAHD  SKK.U. 
While  Mr.  'I'ruair  was  jouriiejring  in 
this  State,  he  preached  in  a  small 
town  of  few  and  scattered  inhabitants, 
on  the  importance  of  the  salvation  of 
aeaiuen,  and  a  poor  woniun  sent  him, 
as  the  best  thing  she  cuuld  do,  a  hag 
of  Mustard  Seed,  of  which  the  lullow* 
ing  is  the  history. 

This  donation  of  “mustard 
seed,”  made  bv  the  poor  woman 
mentioned  in  Mr.  Truair's  report, 
w  as  purchased  of  the  Society  by 
some  of  the  members  of  theHoard, 
tor  three  dollars,  to  present  to  the 
missionaries  about  to  sail  for  I’al* 
cstine,  as  a  pledge  of  their  Chris¬ 
tian  regard  and  prayers  for  their 
happiness  and  success.  The  next 
day  the  circumstance  was  men¬ 
tioned  to  a  few  friends,  anil  sever¬ 
al  dollars  more  were  added  to  the 
value  of  their  donation.  On  Sun¬ 
day  evening,  after  sermon,  Mr. 
’I’ruair  mentioned  several  facts 
relating  to  the  interest  which  peo¬ 
ple  in  the  country,  where  he  hail 
been  travelling,  had  taken  in  tlie 
Sailors’  cause,  and  concluded 
with  this  anecdote:  Twelve  dol¬ 
lars  w'ere  left  in  the  plates  at  tlie 
doors  by  those  who  felt  a  desire 
to  have  a  remembrance  in  the 
prayers  of  the  missionaries,  and  to 
aid  the  Mariners’  Church.  On 
Tuesday,  at  the  Union  I’rayer 
Meeting,  this  incident  was  again 
related,  and  a  further  interest  of 
nine,  dollars  was  taken  in  this 
present.  The  amount  now  receiv¬ 
ed  for  the  poor  woman’s  “two 
mites,”  is  about  iliirf;i-two  dol¬ 
lars  ;  “surely  she  of  her  penury,  ' 
hath  ra-t  in  more  than  they  all.”

As  brother  Hicks  is 
prevented  by  a  sore  leg  from  at¬ 
tending  at  Spring  place,  I  admin¬ 
istered  the  liord’s  Supper  at  his 
house,  when  liis  wife  was  present 
as  a  candidate.  'I'hc  Lord  was  in 
the  midst  of  us.  M  e  visited  from 
'  house  to  house  through  the  ueigh- 
borhood,  and  were  very  bospitahlv 
received.  Some  time  ago  I  made  an 
excursion  to  Mr.  M'Nair’s,  where 
I  had  an  opportunity  of  preachin" 
I  to  about  40  persons, w  hites, Indians, 
lialf  breeds  and  negroes.  In  that 
vicinity  I  likewise  paid  domestic 
'  visits  to  the  people  in  comp.anv 
with  Mr.  M'N.'iir.  All  expressed 
their  gratitude  for  their  privilei;e 
of  hearing  the  gospel,  and  wished 
me  to  repeat  my  visits  frequently. 
All  !  the  harvest  truly  is  great, 
and  few  are  tlie  laborers.  ’I’lie 
present  appears  to  be  a  peruliar 
time  with  the  Indians,  and  the 
prospect  of  sucio«s  in  the  mission 
ary  work  among  them  is  bt  ightni 
ing.

INDIAN  FUNDS  IN  KNGLAND. 

Cupii  of  a  letter  from  Rev.  Jibner 
Morse  of  JS’antucket,  to  a  gen¬ 
tleman  in  this  city. 

Dear  Sir, — A  respectable  gen¬ 
tleman  lately  from  Knglanil  in- 
loriiis  nie  tFiat  he  is  personally  1 
acquainted  with  the  'IVustees  of  a  < 
I'umI  formerly  created  for  the  ben-  j 
flit  of  the  Indiana  in  Vo«-  l^ng-  , 
bixii  tliat  Its  annual  proceeds  I 
exceed  g200,000;  that  no  appro-  j 
priatiiins  have  for  a  long  time 
ken  made;  and  that  its  existence  . 
is  very  little  known  in  that  coun¬ 
try.  '  I  find  that  Rev.  Henry 
W  liitfield,  the  founder  and  first  * 
minister  of  (iuilford.  Con.  return- 
ins;  to  Kngland  in  165(»,  was 
•driven  into  Great  Harbor  in 
Martha's  Vineyard,"  where  he 
found  “one  Mr.  Mayhew”  labor- 
io"  under  great  embarrassments 
to  christianize  the  Indians.  Re¬ 
ceiving  of  him  a  written  account 
of  his  measures  and  success,  he 
canicd  it  to  Lontlon  and  pub- 
lished  it  with  observations  ol  his 
own  under  the  title  of  “The  True 
Light  a|)pearing,’*  and  detllcated 
it  to  Parliament.  In  this  he  ex¬ 
posed  the  wants  of  Mayhew,  and 
appealed  to  public  chanty,  ^^ub- 
seqiiently  letters  were  addressed  | 
to  tiie  “honorable  Company  for 
promoting  the  Gospel  among  In¬ 
dians  in  New  Kngland.” 

Baiter  says,  “in  time  of  Crom¬ 
well's  government,  Mr.  J.  Klliot, 
with  some  assistant,  having  learn¬ 
ed  the  native  languages  of  New 
Kngland,  and  converted  many 
Souls  among  the  Indians,  it  was 
louad  that  the  great  hindrance  of 
the  work  was  the  poverty  and  bar- 
liarousness  of  the  people.  Where¬ 
fore  to  build  them  houses,  and 
maintain  preachers,  and  pay 
schoolmasters,  Cromwell  canserl 
J  ro’l  er*inn  tve  in  r^i*rr 


'  parish  in  England  :  and  the  peo¬ 
ple  did  contribute  very  largely ; 
and  with  the  money  (besides  some 
left  in  stock)  was  bought  £7  or 
800  per  annum  of  lands,  and  a 
corporation  chosen  to  dispose  of 
the  rents  for  the  furthering  of  the 
works  among  the  Indians.” 

('allamy  mentions  these  collec¬ 
tions,  and  says  that  half  the  a- 
iiii>uiii  was  vested  in  a  pcimancnt 
fund.  When  Charles  II.  was  res¬ 
tored,  this  corporation  became 
null,  and  its  lands  were  seized. 
Rut  by  a  suit  in  chancery  they 
were  afterwards  recovereil,.  and 
a  “decree  granted  for  a  new  cor¬ 
poration.”  While  Elliot  was 
making  his  translations,  “the  re¬ 
venues  of  the  land  went  most  to 
the  maintaining  of  the  press.” 
Whether  this  corporation  made 
apjiropriations  until  the  separation 
of  the  colonies,  I  know  not  ;  but 
it  no  doubt  exists,  and  has*  ma«le 
ample  funds  to  raise  Cornwall 
School  into  a  College.  The  fund 
raised  in  Scotland  in  1764,  for 
the  benefit  of  our  Indians,  con¬ 
tinues  to  be  used  for  this  object; 
and  it  seems  worthy  an  inquiry 
at  least,  why  the  other  mav  not. 
be.
